tin of the Reduction of Rebellious Party of the Earl of Dunbarton's late Regi- 
ment, the following Account being True, is allowed to be Publiſhed. 


On the 19th. of this preſent Month of March, the ſaid Rebellious Souldiers had taken 
p their Quarters at Slec/ord, but that the King's own Regiment of Dragoons met the main 
Jody of them in the Field under Spanby. Hedge, as they came off from Bridge-end Cauſe,

med themſelves into a , and placed Four Field-Pieces, they had, in the Creſcent, 
which the Kings diſcovering, they wheeled to their Reer quicker than the Re- 


| bellious Souldiers could t nt their Cannon, upon which they beat a Chamade, and 
were allowed a Parley, wherein they offered to lay their Arms provided they might 
have the King's Pardon. To which His Majeſty's Principal Officer return d Anſwer, That 
| deſired more than he could Promiſe: And chat his Orders were, Thar if they did not 
forthwith lay down their Arms, he was to reduce them by Foree.. Then they offered to 
them down and ſubmit, provided the Principal Officer would endeavour to obtain His 

ry ore moſt Gracious Pardon for them ; which Requeſt he generoufly promiſed them. 
Whercupon they immediately threw down their Arms and yielded; and thereupon the Kings 
Forces took and carried them away Priſoners to Fallingbam. Had His Majeſty ſent down no 
Troops at all, tis believed the County Militia and Poſſe Comitatu that were up, being unani- 
mouſly reſolved to oppoſe ſuch Rebels, would have been able to Reduce them. Bur the King, 
uided by the hand of Heaven, has effected the work with not only wonderful Conduct and 
Seed, but without Effuſion of Blood, or ſo much as a blow ſtruck, fave only a Party of a- 
bout Forty of theſe Rebellious Souldiers, that the Main Body of chem had ſent away to Sley- 
ford, before the Kings Forcesappeared, to provide Lodging for the whole Number,whichthey 
did, in the Church, where they carried Straw to lye on, and alſo beſpoke a ſufficient quantity of 
Victuals for their Refreſhment. The next day being the 2otbof March inſtant, about five of 
the Clock in the Morning, a Party of Sixty of the Kings Dragoons alighted at the Towns - end, 
and forthwith marched to the Sign of the Angel, where they found theſe Rebellious Souldiers (who were ap- 
pointed not only to provide Lodging and Victuals for the reſt, but alſo to be on their Guards) drinking and 
drunk. I bey were ſo foobhardy and deſperate, that the Dragoons were obliged to fire upon them, and af- 
ter they had killed a Sergeant and another, and Mortally wounded Two Rebels more, (one of which is ſaid 

ro be ſince dead) they carried away the remainder to Fa/kingham. They all till reduced, to de- 
clare for the late King F. and the Proteſtant Religion. Two Captains made their Eſcape from Sleeford, but 
it is hoped the Hue and Cry will preſently overtake them, being but indifferently Hors d. They took what 
Horſes they could in their March. Tis believed they were a good booty to the Dragoons. Tis ſaid the 
Kings Forces are bringing them all up to London. |
